Value of Newspapers 

New York’s 19-day newspaper strike in Decem¬ 
ber probably will be remembered for a long time, not 
only by those who were involved in the millions of 
dollars lost in wages, but by businessmen as well. 

A survey by the Newsprint Information Commit¬ 
tee revealed that the strike had given advertisers a 
“new awareness that newspapers are vital to them.” 
Retailers said that advertising via radio, TV and the 
subway cost them more and generally was less satis¬ 
factory than newspaper advertising. 

All of this, of course, is but further confirmation 
of a fact long recognized in advertising circles — 
there is no substitute for newspaper ads. However 
cleverly prepared, you cannot pick up an ad on radio 
or TV—or a news story either—and read it over a 
second time (if, indeed, there was sufficient time 
allowed to get the message in the first placel. 

The permanent value of newspaper ads and 
stories, the fact that they can be cut out or laid aside 
and reviewed at leisure, is inestimable. No doubt this 
is the reason why California’s largest banks and many 
other leading business firms center their advertising 
around newspapers—both dailies and weeklies. 

Strikes like the one in New York are regrettable 
and costly, but they do point up the irreplaceable 
function performed by newspapers from the metro¬ 
politan giants to the small town journals.
